REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-9 and 13-24 are pending in the application. By this Amendment, claims 1, 2 and 
6-9 are amended, claims 10-12 are cancelled, and new claims 13-24 are added. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejections in view of the foregoing amendments and the following 
remarks is respectfully requested. 

I. Restriction Requirement

The Office Action objects to the title of the invention as not descriptive. By this 
Amendment, the tide has been amended to read "SURFACE MOUNTING DEVICE WITH 
MOVABLE CONVEYORS." Accordingly withdrawal of the objection to the tide is 
respectfully requested. 

The Office Action also objects to the Abstract of the disclosure. Enclosed herewith is a 
Substitute Abstract. The Examiner is requested to replace the originally filed Abstract with the 
enclosed new Abstract.

HI. Claims 1-9 are Allowable 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 2 and 5-8 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Hata (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,708,232), in view of Hwang (U.S. Patent No. 6,526,651). The Office Action also 
rejects claims 3, 4 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. §103 over Hata, in view of Hwang, and further in view 
of the Kikuchi (U.S. Patent No. 6,590,355). Because these combinations of references are 
improper, the rejection is respectfully traversed. 

One of the references relied upon by the Office Action to reject the claims is the Hwang 
reference. This reference is assigned to Mirae Corporation, as is the present application. In 
addition, the inventor of the cited patent is one of the inventors listed in the present application. 
The subject matter disclosed in the Hwang reference, and the invention claimed in the present 
application, were both subject to an obligation of assignment to Mirae Corporation at the time 
of the inventions. In view of these facts, it is respectfully submitted that the Hwang reference is 
not a proper prior art reference under §103. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of claims 
1-9 is respectfully requested. 

IV. New Claims 13-24 

By this Amendment, claims 13-24 are added to the application. It is respectfully 
submitted that these claims are also allowable over the references of record.
